Nevér can she be happy more 
That little one, that might have been under other cir- 
cumstances so mildly welcomed, is taken by the next 
“passing policeman te the Station House, and from 
thence to the head-quarters at the Hall. Here it 
finds some one living in the neighborhood who takes 
care of it during the night. 

Every morning’ a crowd of poor women'swait 
around. the rooms of the Ten Governorsiéf the 
Almshouse, under whose jurisdiction this child is 
now placed. From among these one is selected 
with little care, and to her is committed the charge 
of this little one. 

_ Many of thése women are wretchedly poor, and 
the pittance paid for the care of this child-—four 
dollars per month—is. expected almost te support
